BALANCE 


Components of the building skin—exterior walls 

and windows, roofs, floor slabs, and basement walls— 
are passive systems that form the boundary between 
interior and exterior. Other systems such as heating, 
cooling, ventilation, and lighting are active systems 

that keep occupants comfortable and require energy 

to function. Skins and systems balance each other out. 

If the building skin performs very well, then the systems 
can be sized smaller and use less energy, lowering energy 
bills. If the skin performs poorly, larger systems and 
larger amounts of energy are needed. Ask your architect 
to design the building skin to a higher performance | 
standard such as Passive House certification so you | | | 
can reduce your energy bills by up to 90 percent and | | 
substantially lessen your home's impact on | 
the environment. | 


————— 
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LAYERS 


Buildings’ skins have control layers to prevent harmful 
impacts: A moisture-control layer prevents precipitation 
from entering the walls or the interior space; a vapor- 
control layer prevents warm interior air from entering the 
exterior walls; thermal-control layers provide insulation 
and comfort and are used to lower energy use. These 
control layers function best when they are continuous. 
For example, insulation (thermal control) works best 
when it forms an uninterrupted layer from roof to walls 
to floor slab on the outside of the building structure. Any 
interruption or gap in the insulation causes inefficiency 
and temperature loss, or thermal bridging between the 
interior and exterior. Continuous insulation is analogous 
to a long, down-filled coat. Yet in residential construction, 
insulation is traditionally cut into strips and stuffed 
between framing. It's the equivalent of cutting up our 
warm coat and stuffing the strips between our bones! 
Ask your architect to ensure the continuity of control 
layers in the design and detailing of your home.

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NORTHERN COMFORT 


AN INTERVIEW BY JOEL HOEKSTRA 


Last year, Eric Dayton and his brother Andrew expanded the footprint of the business they 


launched in Minneapolis’ North Loop in 2011. To their tiny empire—the Bachelor Farmer, 


a Nordic-cuisine-inspired restaurant; Marvel Bar, a craft-cocktail emporium modeled on a 


speakeasy; and Askov Finlayson, a men's clothing shop—the business partners added a café 


bejeweled with colorful tile walls and gleaming light fixtures. Next door, in a newly acquired 


property, they relaunched Askov Finlayson in a bigger and more well-designed format, 


complete with a stylish Warby Parker eyeglasses outlet in the back of the shop. Like the 


Bachelor Farmer and Marvel Bar, the café and the retail space were carefully conceived, driven 


by the Dayton brothers’ aesthetic vision and the thoughtful execution of the Minneapolis firm 


James Dayton Design. (Yes, if you're wondering, they all belong to the same clan that founded 


Dayton's, the department store that anchored downtown for decades.) 


How did you develop an interest in design? 

| was an English major in college, but | went to 

a school-Williams College—with a fantastic art 
history program. I took Art History 101, but mostly 
what | recall is having to memorize material for 
slide quizzes, and | hated that. My informal arts 
education was visiting the Minneapolis Institute 
of Art with my grandfather. He was a longtime 
trustee—very focused on Impressionism and 
European painting at first but later interested in 
Chinese art, particularly furniture. So those are 
the areas where we'd spend time when we went 
to the museum. 


Travel has also been a source of inspiration. 

| spent a year in college living abroad, in Paris, 

an important, eye-opening experience in terms 

of being exposed to new things, especially desien 
and architecture. | liked seeing new ideas and how 
those ideas reflected their particular place. 


Scandinavian design is woven into the design of 
your businesses.

THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN ANYWHERE IN CALIFORNIA AND EVERYWHERE /N MINNESOTA in the 
middle of winter can be shocking.

Dean responded enthusiastically to his client's desire to build a house that centered on sustainable 
technologies. The floors of the basement/garage level contain a radiant heating system, and the 
foundation walls are constructed with an insulated concrete panel that delivers optimal thermal 
performance and moisture protection yet also looks good on the interior, requiring no additional finishes. 


The main level is a showcase for sustainable, high-performance materials as well. The floors are finished 
in Douglas fir ply made from salvaged lumber that was bleached and then cut with the end grain exposed, 
giving it a decorative pattern. Dean and Dale sourced tiles from a Dutch company known for its durable 
products and environmentally responsible business practices. In the kitchen, the designers installed 
recycled-paper-infused resin countertops that will develop an attractive natural patina over time. 


“All of these great materials are really beautiful products,” says Dale. "We didn't have to sacrifice design

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The name stands for timber, transit, and 
technology, signifying the key ingredients 

in its creation. It's a mix intended to respond 
to a major shift in the modern American 
workforce— and, by extension, the buildings 
they work in.

companies, with young leadership and a new 
set of values, says Steve Cavanaugh, AIA, 
principal with DLR Group, the architect of 
record for T3. "One of those values clearly is 
sustainability. And another seems to be a desire 
for authenticity." 
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“You can draw an analogy between local craft 
and the notion that a building has an authentic 
quality that you can see and feel,” he adds. 


For Bob Pfefferle, that authenticity starts 

with T3’s mass-timber construction. Pfefferle 

is director of new business development for 
the Minneapolis office of Hines, a global 
developer. *There's an authentic, tactile element 
to the timber itself,” says Pfefferle. But he's 
quick to add that it's not timber for the sake 

of doing timber. What Hines was looking for 
above all was a building that would meet the 
market demand for office space in the North 
Loop. And that market looks for flexible space, 
access to multiple transportation modes, and a 
connection to the neighborhood and the wider 
city, he says.

Inside, the 238,000-square-foot 
structure is designed for collaboration, with 
the lobby transformed into what architects 
call a “social workspace" —a commons where 
people can have coffee, tinker with their 
bikes, or gather for meetings. The open plan 
for each floor features an 11-foot-high ceiling 
with windows running nearly floor to ceiling, 
allowing natural light to penetrate deep into 
the floor plate.

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AIR 


Houses must breathe to provide ventilation. But 
there's a big difference between allowing a building 
to breathe through leaky walls and allowing it 

to ventilate through open windows or artificially 
through a controlled mechanical system. Particularly 
in older homes, building walls might lack continuous 
air barriers. The lack of a continuous barrier means 
that air will leak through cracks, gaps, and spaces 

in the walls, roof, and slab. Depending on what has 
collected within your home's walls over its lifetime, 
you might be breathing air carrying allergens, 
pollutants, and microorganisms. Ventilating your 
home through windows or with a controlled system 
can result in better air quality. 


An air exchanger—a component of most HVAC 
systems—channels fresh air through a filter before 
it's distributed throughout the home. A heat- 
recovery ventilator within the air-exchange system 
works to capture and reuse the heat from stale 

air before it leaves the home, which reduces the 
energy needed to maintain a comfortable interior 
temperature. Make sure your architect has specified 
appropriate filters, air exchangers, and heat- 
recovery ventilators as part of your active system. 
Also, make sure your architect has taken full 
advantage of natural cross- and stack-ventilation 
techniques so that when the conditions are right 
(and it's not an allergen-rich day), you can switch off 
your system and throw open some windows. 


LIGHT 


R-value is a measure of how the building skin 
resists thermal transfer (heat moving through 

an assembly). Windows have very low R-values, 
making them inherently inefficient compared to 
walls. But windows allow daylighting, passive solar 
gain, ventilation, and a connection to the world 
outside. With optimal building orientation, exterior 
shading devices, high-performance windows, 

and airtight detailing around the windows, your 
architect can help your home achieve comfort, 
connectedness, and energy efficiency. Carefully 
conceived glazing can provide natural, glare-free 
light, reducing the need for artificial lighting; 
enable cross- and stack-ventilation under 
appropriate conditions; and reduce energy bills 

by preventing excessive solar gain and overheating. 
And it can do all this while allowing enough solar 
gain to reduce energy use in winter! Ask your 
architect to use energy-modeling software that 
can help evaluate and optimize window sizes, 
placements, and orientation. AMN

we wanted to celebrate the character of the 
building—the floors, the columns, the beams. 
We went to great effort to preserve the patina 
and the history of the building, without faking 
anything. Wherever we had to patch the floor, 
you'll see those boards look new because they 
are new. What | like about our restaurant, and 


what | tend to like when it comes to design, is the 


juxtaposition of modern, contemporary elements. 
| like that tension; that's interesting to me. 


It's also important to me that design reflects 

its time and place. We're not copying. We're 

not trying to pretend we're somewhere else or 

in a different era. Let's be the best version of 
Minneapolis in 2017 or whatever year it is, with an 
eye looking forward rather than back to the past. 


Sounds like you have strong opinions 

about design. 

| try to avoid feeling too of-the-moment. | had 
two rules for the Bachelor Farmer: no exposed- 
filament light bulbs and no taxidermy, which 
were everywhere when we opened. We made one 


exception: There's a deer head on the second floor. 


But it's almost like a tongue-in-cheek taxidermy, 
because it's by this French artist that covered 
deer heads in needlepoint. 


The café space was essentially a blank canvas. 
There wasn't much we could preserve, so 

it was like, "OK, here's a chance to be more 
contemporary, to have fun with pattern and color, 
and really do something that is forward looking." 
It's a daytime café space, so | wanted it to have 


good energy. It should feel positive and optimistic. 


You come in for some caffeine, to refuel, to 
charge up. | wanted the space to provide a little 
bit of that charge. 


What kind of details did you choose for the 

café design? 

We chose industrial-strength floor tile, because 
we knew the space would get a ton of traffic, 

and it couldn't be slippery under wet shoes in the 
winter. Abby Jensen, with James Dayton Design, 
deserves the credit for the wall tile. We worked 
with Mercury Mosaics in Northeast Minneapolis 
to produce it to our specs, but Abby came up 

with the design and helped us zero in on the color

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palette. It's fun to take a risk and push 

the envelope, but after we signed off on 
everything and went into production, | started 
to think, "Oh my God, did we overdo it with the 
pattern? Either this is going to be great or we'll 
give people seizures.” | pictured people getting 
seasick in our café. 


We don't do a lot with signage. This building is 
not an historic landmark building, but it's in an 
historic district, where typically bie signs aren't 
allowed. Plus, as we were opening up, we realized 
we didn't have the six weeks required to apply 
for and obtain a city permit for a big sign. So we 
came up with other visual indicators—the blue 
and white awnings outside the Bachelor Farmer 
and the light fixtures in the windows of the café— 
to signal our presence. They draw your attention 
to what's inside. 


Talk about the design of Askov Finlayson. 
We wanted a point of view. What is a men's 
clothing store that is specific to Minneapolis? 
We're not trying to be a London haberdashery 
or New York boutique. We used some pine and 
some humble wood materials, but it wasn't 
supposed to feel like someone's cabin. The 
millwork is this color that | really love, a kind 
of green/gray. There's definitely an outdoorsy 
element, but we're not trying to be REI. 


There's a great photograph by Martin Parr, a 
wonderful British photographer commissioned 
by the Minneapolis Institute of Art to do a series 
on Minnesota outdoor winter sports. We have 

a picture of two people wrapped in a blanket 
watching the U.S. Pond Hockey Championships— 
an outsider's interpretation of a very classic 
Minnesota sport. But we've also got the bubble 
hockey table, which if you grew up like | did 
playing hockey, is super familiar; you'd play it at 
the rink while you were waiting for your mom to 
pick you up after practice. If you come into our 
store, your kid can play bubble hockey while you're 
browsing. Overall, we wanted to play with both 
humble materials and some elevated materials. 


The Star Tribune recently published an op-ed 
you wrote slamming the Minneapolis skyway 
system. Has the Skyway Avoidance Society seen 
a bump in membership? 

I'm not an investor downtown right now because 
of the skyway. Every urban design expert that 
we've ever engaged as a city has said the skyways 
have a negative impact on the city. That fact is 
just staring us in the face. And the question is, 
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do we have the courage to do something about 
it, or will we say, “Oh no, we just need to improve 
signage or way-finding.” Cosmetic surgery is 

not going to do it. We've seen the slow, steady 
decline of retail—the closing of Neiman Marcus, 
Saks, Williams-Sonoma, and now Macy's. If that 


doesn't serve as a wake-up call to us, nothing will. 


We're trying to get companies from all over 

the country to come to Minneapolis and locate 
themselves downtown. We think we're going to 
beat out Austin or Denver or Portland or Brooklyn, 
or wherever else they're looking, but then we 
show them our downtown. It's not a winning 
hand we're playing right now, and it pains me 

to say it. | deeply love Minneapolis. I'm passionate 
about our city and want to see it succeed. AMN

Last fall, while soaking in the tub in the third- 
floor master suite, Tuong looked out a window 
and saw the foliage of a tree in full red flame. 
"That's when | realized | was living in a tree house,” 
she says. Downstairs, a reading room likewise 
seems suspended above the street, giving the 
owners a clear view of whoever might be walking 
past or pulling into the driveway. 


Tuong says Lazor spent a lot of time asking 
her and her husband about how they lived. 

"He wanted to know what we did on weekends, 
how we liked to entertain, how we saw living in 
the house in the future,” says Tuong. The result? 
The ceiling of the music room is contoured like 
an acoustical shell. The flush cabinetry and 
sleek island in the kitchen meet Johnston's 
need for clean lines. Everything is personalized 
yet integrated. "The cozy niches and rooms 
throughout the house are qualitatively unique 
Spaces,” says Lazor. "But they also meld into each 
other to create the kind of free-flowing space we 
like to live in today." 


The designer's attention to details resulted in a 
house that's like a fugue, says Tuong. Aesthetic 
themes and materials are woven together in 
harmony; small touches align with big motifs. 

"I think it will be very hard if we have to move to 
another house someday,’ she adds. "Living in this 
house has probably changed the trajectory of our 
living experiences forever" AMN 
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on the first floor and the youth religious 
education program on the second floor faces 
the higher apartment buildings to the south. 
The Early Childhood Center link facing single- 
family houses is only 12 feet tall. 


The 20-foot-high reception hall is filled 

with light from two sides, but it's a curved 
wood-slat ceiling that adds the wow factor. 
“Every kid and elderly person loves the ceiling,” 
says Zimmerman. 


Project architect Robert Good, AIA, says it 
was a challenge “to learn how to drape wood.” 
Rift-cut white-oak slats form a catenary arch 
hung from cables that span the lobby. Above 
the wood screen is an acoustically absorptive 
material covered by a curved, stretched-fabric 
ceiling that's illuminated by concealed fixtures. 
The composition softens the acoustics and 
creates a nighttime glow of layered lighting. 


The L-shaped education wing is also 
understated, but it’s just as carefully conceived. 
The Early Childhood Center, a preschool open 
to all, occupies the first floor. The curriculum 
and classroom design reflect the principles 

of Reggio Emilia, an experiential learning 
philosophy. “The room is malleable so it can 
become part of the learning process,” explains 
Zimmerman. Each classroom has two windows 
on the wide hallway—one adult height and one 
child height —so everyone can see in and out. 


A big corner room houses an indoor 
playground; the outdoor playground lines the 
building's west side, shielded by a metal fence 
sporting a tree motif. 


The temple's youth religious education 
program, JEWL (Jewish Experiential Whole- 
person Learning), occupies the second floor. 
Again, the classrooms and furnishings are 
extremely flexible so they can work for 
presentations, games, and movement. An 
unadorned open space called the Pit facilitates 
interaction. Zimmerman says the 600 kids 
ages 5 to 18 used to have to split up between 
Saturdays and Sundays. Now everyone can 
come on Sundays. 


How do architects help institutions grow and 
flourish? The Temple Israel addition could be 
Exhibit A. Simple new spaces foster human 

interaction. “It creates community, which was 


a goal of our strategic plan,” says Zimmerman.

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Big Timber 
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The foundation, core, and ground floor are 
concrete, but the rest of the seven-story 
structure is timber, making it the largest 
timber building in North America. Columns 
and beams are glue-laminated European 
spruce, while the floor slabs—which also serve 
as ceilings for the floors below—are nail- 
laminated in a spruce-pine-fir mix. Much of the 
pine comes from trees that were downed by the 
mountain pine beetle. 


Wood is “very alluring and very attractive,” says 
Candice Nichol, design lead for Michael Green 
Architecture in Vancouver, British Columbia, 
the design architect on the project. "There's 
something in the wood that we can see and 
connect to. Just like a snowflake, no two pieces 
of wood are the same.” 


The design team spent a lot of time in the 
North Loop, says Nichol, taking in the spaces, 
the culture, the food scene. “We wanted to 
create a good, neighborly building that wasn’t 
outrageous—that was a quiet neighbor,” she 
says. “But we also didn’t want to be replicating 
something that had already been done.” 


In a nod to the surrounding structures, many 
of them vintage brick, the architects chose 

to clad the building in weathering steel. The 
material “has the variegated, warm color of 

a brick facade,” says Cavanaugh. “You get the 
warm oranges and browns and deep reds of 
a brick without burdening the structure with 
the weight of a masonry skin.” 


Cavanaugh adds that the steel also has a lesser 

carbon footprint than brick, which contributes 

to the sustainability of the project. That’s 

in addition to the timber itself, which will 

sequester about 3,200 tons of carbon over the 

life of the building. With companies looking for 

efficiency and their young employees looking 

for sustainability, it makes for a combination 
“that appeals to the CFO as well as the head 

of human resources,” says Pfefferle. 


As much as an office building can, T3 brings 

a natural element that's too often missing from 
modern urban life, says Nichol. "We've slowly 
been separating ourselves from our natural 
environment,” she says. “So it makes sense 

to bring those materials back into the spaces 
where we spend half our lives, to make those 
environments as appealing and healthy as 

we can.” AMN

THE HOUSE 


In the end, the Wietings got a California-style house 
on a Minnesota lot. The boxy, concrete-and-metal 
structure is modern and sleek. Its southern flank 

is trimmed with floor-to-ceiling elass doors that 
maximize daylighting in the core of the residence and 
can be slid back to access a sundeck with a fireplace 
and a grill. Behind the house, a hot tub sits on a 
concrete plinth. On the top floor, a guest bedroom 
has its own private terrace. Indoor living flows into 
outdoor living when the weather turns warm. 


Wieting says he's pleased with both the environ- 
mentally friendly features and the other experimental 
elements the architect wove into the design at the 
owner's request: A ring of lights around a vanity in 
the master bath turns on with the brush of a finger; 

a TV behind a one-way mirror is visible when 
activated but concealed when turned off. 


"We listened very closely to what Mel's vision was,” 


says Dean. "It wasn't dollar-driven. It was always 
about delivering a high-quality, forward-thinking 
house. That was satisfying for all of us" AMN

“The 
board-formed concrete walls hold 
back the earth, the pitched roof adds 
interior height, and the overhead 
bifold door creates a little overhang 
when it's open. Refuge and prospect 
are a part of every house, but | think 
you become even more aware of 
them in a smaller shelter."
